into the cruell and bloddy hands of the 
Turks and other the enemyes of P pure

It is wꝛiten of king Ioſaphat that he ſent z.cro, x7, 
tertain pꝛinces and Leuits, and giuing 
to them the Beke of the law ol the Lozd, 
commaunded that they ſhould teach true 
faith,e the ſincere wozſhippingofGod. 
The like did the moſte holp king Ezechi- 
| as and Ioſias, who valiantly depꝛiued frõ 
their offices all thoſe whiche walked not 
rightly in the way ofthe Lozd and did not 
acco2ding to the law of God. 
Conſtantinus the great followed the connatine 
3. example the great. 
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example of thoſe moſte holy kings, and 
did the like in his Empire, Foz when the 
BWiſhops in his time were at hatred and 
contention amongſt them ſelues, wit 
and pꝛeached one againſt an other, and 
letted not to offer thoſe their contentious 
Libels vntd the Emperour him ſelfto the 
end they might contendbefoze him. He 
receiuing all their bos, ſharplyrepzw- 
ued them, who koꝛ aſmuch as they were 
by the pꝛouidence ol God appointed vnto 
the people ſoꝛ paſtoꝛs and taptains of con 
coʒꝭ andeharitie, were (oat variance a⸗ 
monglt them ſelues. Neither would he 


giue any iudgemẽt as touching their con⸗ 1 


tentions, oꝛ pet read their L ibels whiche 
they deliuered vnto him, but calt fhem 


intothe fire that at the leaſt they might ha 


therbylearn thoſe contentions + bꝛawles 
dilpleaſed his maieſtie, and ſo ſetting dil⸗ 
co2de aparte, might afterward giue them 
ſclues to peace and concoꝛd. 


And like wiſe when he ſat with the Bi / q 
ſhops at the conncel ot Nice, amongſt

This excellent example of the woꝛthy 
Emperdur Conſtantine, whome God al-

the great, whoſe name and gloꝛy thꝛough 
the whole wozlde was famous t of great 
renown amongſt all wiſe men, and is 
much moze excellent and greater in the 
tternall felicitie, this example (5 ſay) let 
allPzinces and Pagiſtrates of this cur 
agefollow, touching the miniſters of the 
Church,that bythis meanes they may in 
in like ſozte pꝛouide foꝛ the peace andpube 
like health ofthe Church. 
There muſt alſoa ſpeciall regarde be or. he art 
had leſt that the art of Pꝛinting, which is of Pꝛinting 
amoſte excellent t p:ofitable gift of God 
giuen vnto vs in theſe laſt dapes, be not 
abuſed to pꝛolong and nuriſh theſe conlen⸗ 
tions and diſcoꝛds. Foz this art is giuen 
of God in this latter age of the woꝛlde be⸗ 
ſoꝛe th end therof, to the end that the Ooſ⸗ 
pel and glad tidingꝭ ot repentance and re⸗ 
miſſion of ſinnes in the name of Chziſte, 
might the (oner be ſpꝛead though the 
Jy, whole 
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whole woꝛld beſoze his sdming fo indy - 


ment(which no dout wilbe euen ſho2tlp) 
that ſo beeing warned of his comming 
we might pꝛepare our ſelues, watch and 
pꝛay. Furthermoze this art of Painting 
is reueled by God vnto men that thoſe cx- 
cellent boks which by the ancient fathers 
haue been witten againſt diuerſe erroꝛs 
in defence or p trueth in all tungs might 
be publiſhed 4 made knowen to all men: 
yea that thoſe things which ſerne the fur- 
therante of a common welth, the knowe⸗ 
ledge ofhiſfozyes,and other god arts and 
Sciences might perfectly be learned and 
knowen. 

Wt herfo;e it is not tobe ſuffcredthatſo 
noble and pꝛofitable an art, giuen inthe 
woꝛlde foz the pzofit of men, ſhould be a- 
buſed ta the contrary,to wit, againſt God, 
againſt right and equitie: ſo that it ſhonld 
be lawful foꝛ euery one by this art to pubs 
liſh his owne affections and indignati⸗ 
ons, ſlaũders, euil ſpeches, and bꝛawles, 
fo accuſe innocents to ſt ir vp ſtrike, to in⸗ 


creace and publiſh the ſame, to ſpꝛead as
